Thies 1s to advise you that the Zoning Commimeion of the Oity of Auetin has
comgleted a murvey of the Jity and has tentatively subdivided the City into Use
Dietrliots , or zones, &and Helght and Area Digtriots, or zones, and have prepared
mape showing same. The Zoning Commiseion also found it necessary to have the
technical portion of the Zoning Ordinance fomulated before it could intelligently
complete the zoning map and this portion of the Zoning Oommission's work took more

time than the study of the zones.

In accordance with the provisione of a portion of Section 4 of the Zoning
Ordinance, the Zoning Oommission herewith prepents to the City Oouncll of the
0ity of Austin this preliminary report conslsting of one Zoning Use Distriot Map,
one Height and Area Distrioct Map, the technicasl portione of a proposed Zoning
Ordinance, and this communication.

The two zoning maps are so large that 1t is impractiocal to bring same to
the Qouncil Chamber and sald mape are hanglng on the wall of the office of the
Buperintendent of the Eleotrioal Department. '

' According to the Zoning Ordinance, this preliminary report must be made,
but no 0ity Councll aoction is required at this time. The Zoning Commission pro=
poees to continue ite work in aocordance with the provisione of the Zoning Ordi-
